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How to win the 
fight for limited 


parking spaces

Parking: The final frontier. 
These are the voyages of Honda Civics 


and Toyota Corollas, who ruthlessly battle in- 


daily parking wars to boldly get what all stu- 
tdente want: — a decent friggin’ parking space. 

Easier said than done for 28,000 
Sacramento State students with the 8,129 
student parking spots available, including 
carpool and residence hall spaces. 

From parking: price hikes, permit viola- 
tions, battling for spots and watching out for 
potential burglaries, the trials and tribulations 
of parking are faced by all students who park 
on campus. 

Whatever the gripes about parking, here 
are some basic facts, rules and tricks of the 
trade to get by in a Sac State parking lot. 


Permit prices 

The price for student semester permits is 
$108, while motorcycle and moped permits 
are around $26. They are available to order 
through CasperWeb and are mailed to stu- 
dents two weeks before the start of the 
semester. 

Permits can be purchased daily for $2.75 
or weekly for $6.75; however, daily permits 
can’t be used in Parking Structure II. 


Rules of the game 

According to the CSU Sacramento 
Parking Regulations on the University 
Transportation And Parking Services Web 
site, students must park in student spots only. 
Using someone else’s permit for a day isn’t 
allowed, either. 

After 4:30 p.m., most faculty and staff 
parking is free for the picking, except for fac- 
ulty.spots in Parking Structure I and faculty 
and staff spaces in the Residence Hall lot. 


Tips for finding spaces 

Students all over campus have their.own 
tactics to get the best parking spot, from 
arriving to campus at 6 a.m. for the first crack 
at a good parking space to volunteering rides 
to students on the way to their cars in 
exchange for their spot. 

Some students, in a last-resort or futile 


pursuit, venture into unclassified territory 


known as overflow parking by Folsom 
Boulevard, trekking to campus by foot. 

Others wait in their cars in parking lot 
aisles, silently creeping behind students as 
they walk to their vehicle, then pounce on the 
spot as soon as it’s empty. - 


- The punishments 


Whether parking in 30-minute spots for 
over two hours or snagging a faculty spot in 
front of the University Union, the price to 
pay for breaking California’s and Sac State’s 
parking codes can be pretty steep if caught — 
especially if breaking the rules becomes a 
habit. 

_ Citation fees, according to the UTAPS 
Web site, range from $18 for overnight park- 
ing without a permit to $280 for using dis- 
abled parking. A permit not visible to 
UTAPS workers will cost $24.00. 

All citations must be paid within a 21-day 
period plus a 14-day grace period by phone 


_or a mail-in check. Penalties range from a 


late fee, a hold on vehicle registration, the 
towing or impounding of the owners’ vehi- 
cle, or even a hold on a student’s academic 
record. 


Dangers and hazards 


Sac State isn’t spared from the wrath of | 


car thieves. Vehicle thefts totaled 34 in 2002, 
with 33 in 2001 and 43 in 2000, according to 
the 2003 Jeanne Clery campus crime statis- 
tics on the University Police Web site. 

There were about 78 auto burglaries in 
2002 and 158 in 2001, according to the 
2002-2003 University Police Safety Report. 

If a permit is stolen, UTAPS will report 
the permit as missing but will not replace it 
for free. 

Some tips from campus police to prevent 
vandalisms or burglaries include having ade- 
quate locking devices for cars, not leaving 
valuables such as books, bags and CD’s 
within view, and parking closer to campus 
facilities and areas where people often walk.

If you read this paper enough you will 
find that many of the news headlines will 
begin and start with the letters “A-S-I.” But 
what is ASI, or Associated Students Inc? 
What does ASI do? And why should you 
care? 


The parts of ASI 

On one hand, ASI is plain and simply, as 
their Web site states, “Your Student 
Government.” On the other hand, ASI is a 
complex organization that oversees 
Sacramento State programs, services and 
student-oriented funding. | 

Some important programs of ASI 
include the Children’s Center, providing 
affordable child care to student parents, 
Peak Adventures, an outdoor recreation 
organization, and the CSUS Aquatic Center, 
a water sports facility. 

ASI is made up of student-elected exec- 
utive positions and board members. The 
executive, offices consist of the student 
body president, executive vice president, 
vice president of finance, and the vice pres- 
ident of university affairs. Going back- 
wards: The VP of university affairs is in 
charge of appointing a lot of students to.a lot 
of committees that may or may not have 
any effect on our campus. 

The VP of finance, along with the help 
of others, oversees ASI’s $9 million budget, 
or what money goes where. The EVP runs 
the meetings, like a master of ceremonies. 
Finally, the president will have a hand in 
everything that goes on at these meetings as 
well as what goes on behind closed doors 
when there are no meetings. The president 
will do whatever it takes to have his name 
associated with the success of anything and 
everything going on within the campus. 

In order to do this, he needs a board that 
will vote in his favor. The board is made up 
of student representatives from the different 
schools: The School of Health and Human 
Services, Natural Sciences nd 
Mathematics, Arts and Letters, Business, 
Education, Engineering and Computer 
Sciences, Social Sciences, Graduate school, 
and Undeclared. These representatives 
should do whatever they can to insure that 
their school gets proper attention, or enough 
money, from ASI.

-You might see ASI 


Many students are not well informed 
about what ASI does. Their own newsletter, 
The Buzz, was eliminated after the board 
realized that it sucked. Having read it a 
number of times, I commend them for their 
decision. 

Over the last year ASI has made a con- 


. siderable effort to be recognized on campus. 


Last year’s president, Peter Ucovich, often 
held ASI’s “Day in the Quad,” a BBQ for 
students, where student clubs and organiza- 
tions could also set up information tables 
for promotions. Take advantage of the free 
food; it’s easy to mistake student govern- 
ment with bad cooking, but one taste of 
their cheeseburger will change that. 

Sadly to say, other than the days in the 
quad, ASI officers do a limited amount of 
promotion until it is time to campaign for 
office. For a few days toward the end of 
every spring semester, ASI candidates cam- 
paign heavily by handing out flyers to stu- 
dents walking by. 


What has ASI done lately? 
Last year was an eventful year for ASI to 


say the least. This is not to imply that ASI 
had a great year, but lets just say they did 
some “big stuff.” After President Peter 
Ucovich realized that re-naming the Union 
to the Student Union really wasn’t worth 
the effort, he turned his attention towards 
promoting a new Recreation/Wellness/ 
Events Center. The RWEC went into plan- 
ning last year and was voted on and passed 
by the students this past spring despite the 
potential $150 increase in student fees. 

Also, last semester the board voted for a 
contract with Bignerd.com that would 
unveil a student book exchange. Beginning 
operations this fall, the Internet-based book 
exchange would give students an alterna- 
tive way of buying and selling textbooks. 
The traditional way has been going through 
the CSUS Foundation’s Student Book Store 
that has been known for ripping off students 
with unfair sale and buy-back prices. 

Last Fall, ASI connected with local gov- 
ermment by rallying against Prop 54, a 
failed measure on last year’s ballot that 
would have banned the relevance of race in 
government.

All of the 
athletic facilities here are located on the west 
and south ends of campus, beginning with 
the Homet’s Nest in Yosemite Hall, home to 
Volleyball, Basketball and Gymnastics. Due 
west from the Nest you’ll find Hornet Field, 
home to Men’s and Women’s Soccer, and 
then lined up on State University Drive West 
are the home fields for Softball, Baseball, 
Football and Track and Field.

ASI: Wood must forget about election 
mess and focus on leading students

ASI’s mistakes 

Despite all of the things ASI can be crit- 
icized for, messing with the election code 
was by far the worst thing they could have 
done. It explains why most all of the new 
board is composed of one slate. 

So why are all but three positions in 
ASI not part of the Red slate? 

Early last semester it was brought to the 
board’s attention that campaign financing 
was unfair, as it favored candidates who 
ran on slates rather than independent can- 
didates. So the board passed a piece of 
legislation that would ban slate financing 
from the elections. | 

Opposed to this change in election code 
were brothers VP of University Affairs 
Josh Wood, and VP of Finance Luke 
Wood. The brothers had planned on run- 


ning on the same slate and were worried — 


about what the change would do to their 
chances of winning. They had also sus- 
pected that the change was implemented 
by Peter Ucovich in order to get his pro- 
tégé Executive Vice President Julio 
Velazquez, into office. Even after the 
board was warned by lawyers that the 
change in code was illegal, it was still 


passed. 

When elections began, there were three 
slates. The Red Slate, Julio Velazquez’s 
Orange slate, and Brandon Kline’s Yellow 
slate. When the winners were announced 
on April 28, it was revealed that both of the 
Wood brothers had won their positions as 
well as other members of their slate. 
Several yellow slate members also won 
including Chris Lange for executive vice 
president. However, this did not hold after 
election complaints were filed.

He says the best thing 
to do is keep an open-mind and open com- 
munication. 

“Living in a hall is learning to live with 
other people. We try to teach everyone how 
to communicate as roommates as well as 
floor-mates,” Lee said. 

Christina Crabtree, a first-time R.A. in 
Sierra Hall, has a few concerns about new 
roommates this semester. “I’m worried 
about the triples. Alot of them are two 
friends from high school and then the third 
is left out,” Crabtree said. 

Some students aren’t so lucky. “Heidi,” 
who wishes to remain anonymous, has two 
roommates with polar opposite personali- 
ties: one loud, one quiet. “Sometimes I just 
zone her (my loud roommate) out and she
